A NEW OCEAN GREYHOUND. 


GERMAN SHIPBUILDERS ATTEMPTING TO 
RIVAL THE EXOLISH LINES. 3 

On ‘the wayn in the shipyards of F. 
Schichau, at Dantzic, liea tho frame of a 
new transatinntic eteamer which, when 
completed, will be one of the largest ships 
that ever floated, She will be called the 
Kaiser Friedrich, and is being constructed 
fur the North German Lloyd Steamship 
Company. The Germana are making her 
for speed as well ax size, for they say that 
the swiftest oconn greyhounds now plying 
between Europe and the United States will 
find in tho new vessel a rival which will 
tax their utmost powors. ‘ 

‘As for her size, her length over all is 
599ft., and her length between porpend- 
iculars is 580ft. She is 63ft. 114in. beam. 
On the ride sho is 41ft. deep, and her hull 
has a depth of S7it. Din. Hor draught is 
Q7ft. 4fin. She will be cnpable of currying 
onough passengers to populate a good-sized 
city. She will carry s crew os largo as that 
of a man-of-war, ~ . 

The hull framing, which is now visible to 
those who view the ship at Dantzic, is espe- 
cially interesting. Itshows tho great dopth 
of the vessel in proportion to her width near 
the bow, and gives, as‘a matter of fact, .a 
clearer idea of the structure of a modern 
-steel vessel than is possessed by most per- 
sons. 

No little secrecy has surrounded the 
building of the Friedrich, for the reason, it 
is now known, that a number of ex- 
perimenta have beon made which it is be- 
lieved will have a marked effect upon the 
speed of the vessel. The Friedrich, is, in 
fact, an attempt on the part of the German 
company to shorten the voyago betweon 
Now. York and Hamburg tos point that 
will bring it very near an equality with-the 
time consumed in the voyage between New 
York and Southampton. : 

The combination of speed und size re+ 
quires tremendyus engine power, and a re- 
markably strongly built craft. The source 
of the force that wilLimpol the new steam- 
ship over ‘the ocoun is two engines, with a 
total of 28,000 harse power, and capable of 
driving the vessel through the water at a 
minimum rate of 21 knota,an hour.’ With 
a displacement of 17,600 tons’ the canying 
capacity of the vessc] is 4,000'tona ‘and the 
cubicsl contents 12,500, register tona. -
